restrictions   on   use,   processing,  and 
delivery  of  sperm  oil 

Pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  me  by 
Executive  Order  No.  9280,  dated  Decem- 
ber 5,  1942,  and  to  assure  an  adequate 
supply  and  efficient  distribution  of  sperm 
oil  to  meet  war  and  essential  civilian 
needs.  It  is  hereby  ordered,  As  follows: 

§  1460.8  Use,  processing,  and  delivery 
of  sperm  oil  restricted — (a)  Definitions. 
When  used  in  this  order,  unless  other- 
wise distinctly  expressed  or  manifestly 
incompatible  with  the  intent  thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "sperm  oil"  means  that 
oil  obtained  from  th<  head  or  body  of 
the  sperm  whale,  alone  or  combined,  in- 
cluding sperm  oil  which  has  been  win- 
terized, pressed,  distilled,  deodorized, 
sulphonated,  sulphurized,  sulfo-chlori- 
nated,  sulphated,  blown,  or  otherwise 
physically  or  cnemically  treated,  but  ex- 
cluding crude  and  refined  spermaceti. 

(2)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  asso- 
ciation, or  other  business  entity. 

(3)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or 
any  employee  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  designated  by 
such  Director. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  use,  processing 
and  delivery  of  sperm  oil.  No  person 
shall  use,  process,  deliver,  or  accept  de- 
livery of  sperm  oil  except  as  specifically 
authorized  by  the  Director  upon  appli- 
cation of  the  user,  processor,  or  de- 
liveree  on  War  Production  Board  Form 
PD-481  (or  such  other  form  or  forms 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Director), 
or  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (c). 

(c)  Exemptions.  Specific  authoriza- 
tion of  the  Director  shall  not  be  required 
with  respect  to: 

(1)  The  delivery  by  any  one  person  of 
2.000  pounds  or  less  of  sperm  oil  in  any 
one  calendar  month  in  lots  of  not  more 
than  100  pounds  to  any  one  person  in 
any  one  calendar  month. 

(2 1  The  use,  processing,  and  accept- 
ance of  delivery  of  100  pounds  or  less 
of  sperm  oil  by  any  one  person  in  any 
one  calendar  month. 

(3)  The  delivery  of  sperm  oil  by  (but 
not  to),  the  acceptance  of  delivery  by, 
and  the  use  or  processing  of  sperm  oil 


by  the  United  States  Army,  Navy,  Coast 
Guard,  Maritime  Commission,  or  War 
Shipping  Administration. 

<d)  Restrictions  on  use  of  sperm  oil 
in  lubricating  oils  and  greases.  (1)  No 
person  shall,  in  the  production  of  lubri- 
cating or  cutting  oils  or  compounds,  use 
sulphurized  sperm  oil  having  a  sulphur 
content  of  less  than  ten  percent  (10%) 
by  weight  (including  in  the  weight  of 
such  sulphurized  sperm  oil,  the  weight 
of  any  unsulphurized  sperm  oil  used  in 
conjunction  therewith)  ;  and 

(2)  No  person  shall,  in  the  production 
of  lubricating  or  cutting  oils  or  com- 
pounds, use  sperm  oil  to  an  extent  which 
will  increase  the  sulphur  coatent  of  such 
oil  or  compound  to  arf*  amount  in  ex- 
cess of  that  of  the  same  grade  of  such 
oil  or  cbmpound  as  prepared  by  the  pro- 
ducer thereof,  during  the  thirty  day 
period  immediately  prior  to  May  16,  1942. 

(e>  Existing  contracts.  The  restric- 
tions of  this  order  concerning  delivery, 
acceptance,  use,  processing,  and  con- 
sumption of  sperm  oil  shall  be  observed 
without  regard  to  existing  contracts  or 
any  rights  accrued  or  payments  made 
thereunder. 

(f)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Each 
person  who  shall  bring  sperm  oil  into  the 
United  States,  or  its  territories  or  posses- 
sions, shall  file  a  letter  with  the  Direc- 
tor of  Food  Distribution,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
D.  C,  Ref:  FD  37,  within  ten  days  after 
such  importation,  stating  the  port  of  en- 
try, place  of  storage,  ownership,  grade 
and  amount  of  such  sperm  oil. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  or- 
der shall  maintain  such  records  for  at 
least  two  years  (or  for  such  other  pe- 
riods of  time  as  the  Director  may  des- 
ignate), and  shall  execute  and  file  such 
reports  upon  such  forms  and  submit  such 
information  as  the  Director  may  from 
time  to  time  request  or  direct,  and  with- 
in such  times  as  he  may  prescribe. 

(g)  Intra-company  deliveries.  The 
prohibitions  and  restrictions  of  this  or- 
der with  respect  to  deliveries  of  sperm 
oil  shall  apply  not  only  to  deliveries  to 
other  persons,  including  affiliates  and 
subsidiaries,  but  also  deliveries  from  one 
branch,  division,  or  section  of  a  single 
enterprise  to  another  branch,  division, 
or  section  of  the  same  or  any  other  en- 
terprise under  common  ownership  or 
control. 


(h)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
person  subject  to  this  order  shall,  upon 
request,  permit  inspections,  at  all  rea- 
sonable times,  of  his  stocks  of  sperm  oil 
and  premises  used  in  his  business,  and 
all  of  his  books,  records,  and  accounts 
shall,  upon  request,  be  submitted  to 
audit  and  inspection  by  the  Director. 

(i)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  petition  in 
writing  (in  triplicate)  for  relief  to  the 
Director,  setting  forth  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought. 
The  Director  may  thereupon  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  and 
such  action  shall  be  final. 

(j)  Violations.  Any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies 
records  to  be  kept  or  information  to  be 
furnished  pursuant  to  this  order  or  wil- 
fully conceals  a  material  fact  concerning 
a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
Department  or  agency  of  the  United 
States  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving 
or  making  further  deliveries  of  any  ma- 
terial subject  to  allocation  and  such 
further  action  may  be  taken  against  him 
as  the  Director  deems  appropriate,  in- 
cluding recommendations  for  prosecu- 
tion under  section  35a  of  the  Criminal 
Code  ( 18  U.S.C.  1940  ed.  80) ,  under  para- 
graph 5  of  section  301  of  Title  III  of  the 
Second  War  Powers  Act,  and  under  any 
and  all  other  applicable  laws. 

(k)  Communications  to  Department  of 
Agriculture.  All  reports  required  to  be 
filed  hereunder  and  all  communications 
concerning  this  order  shall,  unless  other- 
wise directed,  be  addressed  to:  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
D.  C,  Ref  :  FD  37. 

(1)  General  Preference  Order  M-40 
superseded.  This  order  supersedes  in  all 
respects  General  Preference  Order  M-40 
(7  F.R.  8690)  of  the  War  Production 
Board,  except  that  as  to  violations  of  said 
order  or  rights  accrued,  liabilities  in- 
curred, or  appeals  taken  under  said  or- 
der prior  to  the  effective  date  hereof 
said  order  shall  be  deemed  in  full  force 
and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining 
any  proper  suit,  action,  or  other  proceed- 
ing with  respect  to  any  such  violation, 
right  or  liability.  Any  appeal  pending 
under  said  General  Preference  Order 
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shall  be  considered  under  paragraph  (i) 
hereof. 

(m>  Territorial  extent.  This  order 
applies  to  all  persons  in  the  United 
States,  its  territories  and  possessions, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

(n)  Bureau  of  the  Budget  approval. 
The  reporting  requirements  of  this  order 


have  been  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the  Fed- 
eral Reports  Act  of  1942.  Subsequent 
specific  record-keeping  or  reporting  re- 
quirements by  the  Director  will  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  pursuant  to  the  Federal  Reports 
Act  of  1942.

Control  over  the  use,  processing,  and 
delivery  of  sperm  oil  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Food  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration through  Food  Distribution  Order 
37  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 
Sperm  oil,  obtained  from  the  sperm 
whale,  is  important  in  war  industries, 
particularly  as  a  lubricant  for  "breaking 
in"  motors. 


The  order,  effective  March  24  and 
superseding  War  Production  Board  Or- 
der M-40,  continues  the  same  restrictions 
on  the  use,  processing,  and  delivery  of 
sperm  oil.  It  also  adds  the  provision  that 
persons  making  deliveries  of  sperm  oil  to 
the  Army,  Navy,  Coast  Guard,  Maritime 
Commission,  or  War  Shipping  Adminis- 
tration, must  obtain  specific  authoriza- 
tion for  such  deliveries. 

Applications  for  authority  to  use,  proc- 
ess, or  deliver  sperm  oil  should  be  filed 
hereafter  with  the  Director  of  Food  Dis- 


tribution, U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, Washington,  D.  C.  Applicants  may 
continue  to  use  WPB  Form  PD-481. 

Sperm  oil  has  been  under  increasingly 
rigid  control  since  October  16,  1941. 
Production  has  declined  with  the  curtail- 
ment of  world  whaling  activities,  while 
the  demand  has  grown  as  industrial  pro- 
duction has  expanded.  Sperm  oil  is  used 
as  a  machine  tool  cutting  fluid,  as  a  pe- 
troleum additive,  and  also  in  the  produc- 
tion of  textile,  leather,  duplication  car- 
bon, dyes,  and  synthetic  rubber.

restrictions  on  use  of  sperm  oil 

Food  Distribution  Order  37  (8  F.R. 
348D  issued  by  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  March  19,  1943,  is  here- 
by amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1460.8  Use  and  consumption  of 
sperm  oil  restricted — (a)  Definitions. 
(1)  The  term  "sperm  oil"  means  that 
oil  obtained  from  the  sperm  whale,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  head  oil,  body 
oil,  or  combined  head  and  body  oil.  The 
term  also  includes  sperm  oil  which  has 
been  winterized,  pressed,  distilled,  de- 
odorized, sulphonated,  sulphurized, 
sulfo-chlorinated,  sulphated,  blown,  or 
otherwise  physically  or  chemically 
treated,  including  technical  oleyl  al- 
cohol derived  from  sperm  oil,  but  ex- 
cluding crude  and  refined  spermaceti 
and  sulphated  technical  oleyl  alcohol 
derived  from  sperm  oil. 

(2)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(3)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  use  and  consump- 
tion. Except  as  provided  for  in  para- 
graph (c)  hereof,  and  without  regard  to 
whether  or  not  the  sperm  oil  is  incor- 
porated in  the  product,  no  person  shall 
use  or  consume  sperm  oil  in  the  manu- 
facture of  any  product,  other  than  sperm 
oil  as  heretofore  defined,  unless  and  ex- 
cept as  specifically  authorized  by  the 
Director. 

(c)  Exceptions.  Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (b>  hereof,  spe- 
cific authorization  by  the  Director  shall 
not  be  required  for: 

(1)  The  use  or  consumption  of  sperm 
oil  by  the  Army,  Navy,  Coast  Guard  or 
Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States;  The 
United  States  Maritime  Commission;  or 
The  War  Shipping  Administration. 

(2)  The  use  or  consumption  of  sperm 
oil  by  any  person  in  the  manufacture  of 
lubricants  or  lubricant  additives. 

(3)  The  use  or  consumption  of  sperm 
oil  by  any  person  in  the  manufacture  of 
cutting  oils  or  cutting  compounds:  Pro- 
vided, however.  That  no  person,  who  in 
any  calendar  month  uses  or  consumes 
more  than  2,000  pounds  of  sperm  oil  in 
the  manufacture  of  cutting  oils  or  cut- 
ting   compounds,    shall,    during  such 
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month,  use  or  consume  sperm  oil  in  the 
manufacture  of  a  cutting  oil  or  cutting 
compound  which  contains  sperm  oil  in 
excess  of  a  quantity  equal  to  65%  (com- 
puted by  weight)  of  the  total  fatty  oil 
content  of  such  oil  or  compound,  unless 
specifically  authorized  by  the  Director. 

(4)  The  use  or  consumption  of  sperm 
oil  by  any  person  in  the  manufacture  of 
grinding  oils. 

(5)  The  use  or  consumption  of  sperm 
oil  by  any  person  in  the  manufacture  of 
duplicating  stencils,  hectograph  carbons, 
carbon  papers,  mimeograph  ink,  or  type- 
writer ribbon  ink. 

(6)  The  use  or  consumption  of  sperm 
oil  by  any  person,  during  any  calendar 
month,  who  during  such  calendar  month 
does  not  use  or  consume  more  than  500 
pounds  of  sperm  oil  exclusive  of  sperm 
oil  used  or  consumed  by  him,  without 
specific  authorization  by  the  Director, 
pursuant  to  paragraphs  (c)  (2) ,  (3) ,  (4) , 
and  (5)  hereof. 

(d)  Applications  for  authorizations. 
Every  person  requiring  an  authorization 
to  use  or  consume  sperm  oil  in  any  calen- 
dar month  shall  file  an  application  there- 
for on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  the  cal- 
endar month  preceding  the  calendar 
month  in  which  the  applicant  desires  to 
use  or  consume  the  sperm  oil  covered  by 
the  application.  The  application  shall 
be  made  on  Form  FDA-478,  or  such  other 
form  or  forms  as  the  Director  may  pre- 
scribe, and  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Di- 
rector of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Ref.  FDO-37.  The  Director  may  pre- 
scribe in  each  authorization  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  order  the  period  of 
time  in  which  the  authorization  shall  be 
effective.  No  person  shall  take  any  ac- 
tion pursuant  to,  or  in  reliance  on,  an 
authorization  which  has  expired. 

(e)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Every 
person  who  uses  or  consumes,  in  any 
calendar  month,  in  excess  of  500  pounds 
of  sperm  oil  in  the  manufacture  of  an 
end  product,  including  as  so  used  or  con- 
sumed, for  the  purpose  of  this  paragraph 
only,  sperm  oil  processed  in  the  produc- 
tion of  sulphonated,  sulphurized,  sulfo- 
chlorinated,  sulphated  or  blown  sperm 
cil,  or  technical  oleyl  alcohol,  but  not  in- 
cluding the  use  or  consumption  of  such 
processed  sperm  oils  or  technical  oleyl 
alcohol,  shall  between  the  first  and  fif- 
teenth day  of  the  following  month,  prop- 
erly fill  out  and  file  Bureau  of  the  Census 
Form  BM-1,  with  respect  to  sperm  oil, 
with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Wash- 
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ington  25,  D.  C.  In  the  column  desig- 
nated "produced  during  month"  sperm 
oil  which  is  merely  processed  shall  not  be 
reported.  In  the  column  designated 
"consumed  during  month"  only  sperm 
oil  used  or  consumed  within  the  meaning 
of  the  first  sentence  of  this  paragraph 
shall  be  reported.  In  the  columns  desig- 
nated "stocks  held"  all  sperm  oil  as  de- 
fined in  paragraph  (a)  (1)  hereof  shall 
be  reported.  Nothing  in  this  paragraph 
shall  be  construed  as  requiring  any  per- 
son to  file  more  than  one  Form  BM-1  in 
any  month  except  that  a  separate  report 
shall  be  filed  for  each  plant  in  which  such 
person  uses  or  consumes  sperm  oil. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
chall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate) ,  maintain  an  accurate  record  of  his 
transactions  in  sperm  oil. 

(3)  The  Director  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  such  information  from,  and  re- 
quire such  reports  and  keeping  of  such 
records  by,  any  person,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to 
the  enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(4)  The  record-keeping  and  reporting 
requirements  of  this  order  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942.  Subsequent  record-keeping  or  re- 
porting requirements  will  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget 
pursuant  to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942. 

(f)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
sperm  oil  of  any  person,  and  to  make  such 
investigations,  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(g)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith  would 
work  an  exceptional  and  unreasonable 
hardship  on  him,  may  file  a  petition  for 
relief  in  writing  with  the  Director,  ad- 
dressed as  follows:  Director  of  Food  Dis- 
tribution, War  Food  Administration, 
Washington  25,  D.  C,  Ref.  FDO-37. 
Such  petition  shall  set  forth  all  perti- 
nent facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief 
sought.  The  Administrator  of  this  order 
shall  then  act  upon  the  petition.  In  the 
event  that  the  petitioner  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  action  taken  by  the  Administra- 
tor of  this  order,  he  may  request  a  review 
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of  such  action  by  the  Director  whose 
decision  with  respect  to  the  relief  sought 
shall  be  final. 

(h)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  Using  sperm 
oil,  or  any  other  material  subject  to  pri- 
ority or  allocation  control  by  the  War 
Food  Administrator,  and  may  recom- 
mend that  any  such  person  be  prohib- 
ited from  receiving,  making  any  deliv- 
eries of,  or  using  materials  subject  to 
the  priority  or  allocation  control  of  other 
governmental  agencies.  In  addition, 
any  person  who  wilfully  violates  any  pro- 
vision of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime 
and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and 
all  applicable  laws.  Further,  civil  action 
may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liabil- 


ity or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any 
violation  of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(i)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director,  and  may  be  re- 
delegated  by  him  to  any  employee  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. 

(j)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
ouired  to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  or  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  be  addressed  to  the  Direc- 
tor of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration, Washington  25,  D.  C.  Ref 
FDO-37. 

(k)  Territorial    extent.    This  order 


shall  apply  only  in  the  forty-eight 
States  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

(1)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:  01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
February  18, 1944.  However,  with  respect 
to  violations  of  said  Food  Distribution 
Order  37,  or  rights  accrued,  or  liabilities 
incurred  thereunder,  prior  to  said  date, 
said  Food  Distribution  Order  37  shall  be 
deemed  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the 
purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper  suit,  ac- 
tion, or  other  proceeding  with  respect  to 
any  such  violation,  right,  or  liability.

War  Food  Administration 
Summary  to  FDO  37,  Amendment  1 

Because  of  an  improvement  in  sperm 
oil  supplies,  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tion has  freed  it  for  essential  uses  and 
eliminated  restrictions  on  its  processing 
and  delivery. 

The  oil  has  been  regulated  since  late 
in  1941.  Until  November  1943,  it  was  al- 
located only  for  the  most  essential  war- 
time uses.  More  liberal  quantities  were 
granted  at  that  time  for  specific  uses. 

An  amendment  to  the  sperm  oil  order 
(Food  Distribution  Order  No.  37),  effec- 
tive February  18,  1944,  frees  the  oil  for 
use  in  the  manufacture  of  lubricants  or  I 


lubricant  additives,  cutting  oils  or  cut- 
ting compounds,  grinding  oils,  duplicat- 
ing stencils,  hectograph  carbons,  carbon 
papers,  mimeograph  inks,  and  typewriter 
ribbon  ink. 

The  amended  order,  however,  provides 
that  manufacturers  using  more  than 
2,000  pounds  of  sperm  oil  per  month  in 
the  manufacture  of  cutting  oils  or  cut- 
ting compounds  shall  not,  unless  specifi- 
cally authorized,  make  oils  or  compounds 
which  contains  sperm  oil  in  excess  of  65 
percent  (by  weight)  of  the  fatty  oil  con- 
tent of  the  products. 

Manufacturers  desiring  to  use  the  oil 
for  purposes  not  specifically  mentioned 
in  the  order  should  apply  for  authoriza- 


tion to  the  Director  of  Food  Distribution, 
War  Food  Administration,  Washington 
25,  D.  C.  Application  for  such  authori- 
zation should  be  filed  on  form  FDA-478 
by  the  15th  of  the  month  preceding  the 
month  in  which  the  oil  is  to  be  used. 

All  persons  using  in  excess  of  500 
pounds  of  sperm  oil  in  any  calendar 
month — in  the  manufacture  of  an  end 
product — now  are  required  to  report 
their  uses  on  form  BM-1  to  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.  Spe- 
cific instructions  in  the  order  govern  the 
entries  to  be  made  in  filing  this  report.

Food  Distribution  Order  No*  37  was  issued  by  the  War  Food  Administration 
in  I'arch  19U3  to  rerulate  the  use,  process  inf.,  and  delivery  of  sperm 
oil.    Amendment  No.  1,  effective  March  1,  19UU>  freed  the  oil' for' 
essential  uses  and  eliminated  restrictions  on  its  processing  and 
delivery.

0..  What  are  the  essential  uses  for  which  sperm  oil  may  be  used  under 

Food  Distribution"  Order  No.  37>  Amendment  No.  1  without  authorization 
from  the  Director? 


A.  It  may  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  lubricants  or  lubricant  additives; 
cutting  oils  or  cuttinp-  compounds;  grinding  oils;  duplicating  stencils, 
hectograph  carbon,  carbon  papers,     mimeograph  ink,  and  typewriter  ribbon 
ink.    However,  no  person  may  use  more  than  2,000  pounds  of  sperm  oil 
in  any  one  month  in  the  manufacture  of  cutting  oils  or  cutting  compounds 
the  fatty  oil  content  of  which  is  more  than  65"'  sperm  oil. 

Q.  May  sperm  oil  be  used  for  purposes  not  listed  in  paragraph  (c)  of  the 
Order? 


A,  Only  by  specific  authorization  of  the  Director  of  Food  Distribution. 
Persons  desiring  to  use  sperm  oil  for  purposes  not  listed  in  the 
order  should  apply  for  authorization  on  form  FDA-I4.7S  to  the  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 
Ref.  FDO-37. 

Q«  When  docs  an  authorization  for  uso  of  sperm  oil  expire? 


A.  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  month  for  which  its  use  is  authorized. 
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k.    Q»    ray  sperm  oil  authorized  for  a  specific  end  use  be  used  in  another 
product  without  authorization? 

A*    Yes,     if  the  end "use  represented  in  the  second  product  is  permitted 
under  the  order.

A.    All  persons  Using  more  than  500  pounds  of  sperm  oil  in  any  calendar 
month  -  in  the  manufacture  of  any  product  -  must  report  their  uses 
on  form  BT-1  to  the  Bureau,  of  the  Census,    .ashington  25,  D.  C. 
Specific  instructions  on  reoortin'r  procedure  ere  contained  in 
paragraph  (e)  (l)  of  the  order,  and  these  instructions  should  be 
.consulted  •

ceding the  month  during  which  the  oil 
is  desired.  Every  person  filing  such  form 
shall  attach  to  the  three  copies  thereof 
one  properly  prepared  copy  of  Form 
FDA-477  ("Suppliers'  Authorization  to 
Deliver")  for  each  supplier  named  on 
Form  FDA-4'78. 

(b)  The  reporting  requirements  of  this 
order  have  been  approved  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the 
Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(c )  All  reports  required  hereunder  and 
all  requests  for  report  forms  shall,  un-

The  War  Food  Administration  has  is- 
sued directives  requiring  the  use  of  new 
forms  in  reporting  production  and  apply- 
ing for  allocations  in  the  various  fats 
and  oils  programs. 

The  new  forms,  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration forms  476,  477,  478  replace 
forms  PD  271,  481,  600,  and  601,  formerly 
used  by  the  War  Production  Board,  and 
should  be  used  after  July  1,  in  applying 
for  allocations  of  all  oils  and  reporting 
production  of  oiticica,  castor,  rapeseed 
(mustard  seed),  cashew  nut  shell  liquid, 
sperm  and  tung  oils,  subject  to  Food 


Distribution  orders  Nos.  31,  32,  35,  36,  37, 
and  39.  Change  in  forms  was  necessi- 
tated by  the  transfer  of  fats  and  oils 
functions  from  WPB  to  the  Food  Dis- 
tribution Administration. 

Forms  FDA  478,  entitled  "Consumers' 
Application  for  Delivery  and  Use,"  re- 
places the  PD-600  for  commodities  sub- 
ject to  these  orders.  The  new  form  is 
different  from  PD-600  in  that  Table  1 
constitutes  application  for  authority  to 
use  and  Table  2  constitutes  application 
for  authority  to  accept  delivery.  In  filing 
FDA  478,  the  applicant  is  also  required  to 
prepare  and  file  a  single  copy  of  form  477, 
entitled  "Suppliers'  Authorization  to  De- 
liver," for  each  supplier  named  on  form 
FDA  478. 


In  each  case  in  which  the  application 
for  authority  to  accept  delivery  is 
granted,  a  copy  of  form  FDA  477  will  be 
sent  direct  to  the  supplier.  The  new 
forms  must  be  used  for  filing  applica- 
tions prior  to  July  15,  for  August  alloca- 
tions. 

Producers  who  are  required  to  report 
production  and  deliveries  of  oiticica, 
castor,  rapeseed,  mustard  seed,  and  tung 
oils  will  report  on  form  FDA  476. 

Supplies  of  forms  FDA  476,  477,  and 
478  may  be  obtained  from  regional  offices 
of  the  Food  Distribution  Administration, 
in  New  York,  Atlanta,  Chicago,  Des 
Moines,  Dallas,  Denver,  and  San  Fran- 
cisco. 
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
